Planner O’Brien: 
Bylaws to be reworked

Planning Board Chairman 
John O’Brien last week respond- 
ed to recent criticism of the spe- 
cial permit process by defending 
planners’ adherence to zoning 
bylaws, but he admitted the pro- 
cess has room for improvement. 

Mr. O’Brien’s comments fol- 
lowed criticism of the special 
permit process by three appli- 
cants who said the process takes 
longer than necessary and is a 
deterrent to new business. 

“We know we could have done 
things differently on these, and 


we will,” Mr. O’Brien said Fri- 
day. 

The three applicants, Silvera- 
do athletic club and Pasta Villa- 
gio restaurant, both in Park 
Street Village, and the Andover 
Townsman, for its new building 
at 33 Chestnut St., began the per- 
mit process in July and August 
and received permits in the past 
two weeks. 

Planning Board members dis- 
cussed the special permit process 
and the board’s handling of the 
three recent applications at its

hile many Andover residents are 
concerned with rebuilding side- 
walks, busing for their children 
or what retail mix should be 
downtown, Pat Hutson worries where her 22- 
month-old daughter’s next meal will come 
from. 
“T had to go to our church to get winter 
clothes for her and to pay some of my utility 


bills and my car insurance,” Ms. Hutson said 
last week. “Actually we did just get food 
stamps, so that has helped a lot.” 

Andover has many benefits other towns 
don’t have: Good schools, a solid tax base and 
a water filtration plant that will carry it into 
the next century. But from the bottom side 
up, Andover is no different from anywhere

Town manager recommends Andover spend: 
$30M in five years on capital projects

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski last 
week presented a capital improvement plan 
to the Board of Selectmen in which he recom- 
mended spending $30 million on capital pro- 
jects in the next five years. 

The plan also outlines another $100 mil- 
lion of capital projects it recommended be 
deferred, but which would need to be 
addressed in the next 10 to 20 years. 


Preparation of the CIP was mandated by- a 
Town Meeting vote last April. The Board of 
Selectmen, Schoo] Committee and Finance 
Committee will review the plan during the 
next two months. The selectmen must vote to 
adopt a final version of the CIP by Dec. 17 so 
it can be included in the town manager's rec- 
ommended budget due out by Jan. 17.

School board 


studies Collins 
Center use

The School Committee is now shin- 
ing a spotlight on the future of the J. 
Everett Collins Center for the Perform- 
ing Arts. While the committee wrestles 
with long-term management arrange- 
ments, it hopes to rent the facility to 
local groups to raise revenue to main- 
tain the building and equipment. 

At its Tuesday, Oct. 22, meeting, the 
committee gave the administration the 
go-ahead to find out if half a dozen or 
so local dance groups, which previous- 
ly have rented the high school audito- 
rium, are interested in doing:so this 
year, 

Last year the Andover Endowment 
for the Arts, which oversaw the 
Collins Center for the school depart- 
ment since the building was erected in 
1983, went bankrupt. All professional 
shows, such as country singer Glen 
Campbell and the Vienna Choir Boys, 
were canceled, leaving a big revenue 
gap to maintain the auditorium. 

When the AEA folded, about seven 
dance groups had already made 
deposits — some paid as much as $1,500 
in advance — to use the auditorium. 
The school department honored the 
AEA contracts with the dance groups 
and rented the Collins Center to the 
groups at a reduced rate and had the 
groups hire technical crews to run 
their events. 

Timothy Thomas, principal of the 
high school, recommended the com- 
mittee rent the facility to local non- 
profit groups and some of the dance 
groups that had used the facility in the 
past. He suggested a rental schedule of 
$200 per performance day for local, 
non-profit groups and $1,750 for other 
groups. 

The committee said it would decid- 
ed at its next meeting, Tuesday, Nov. 5, 
how it will approach long-term man- 
agement and maintenance of the 
Collins Center. The committee said it 
wants to find a day-to-day approach on 
maintaining the auditorium’s seats, 
carpeted hallways and other “simple 
repair” projects. 

“On the list it says some of the seats 
need to be replaced,” said committee 
member Richard Hubbell, referring to 
a maintenance list compiled by Mr. 
Thomas. é 

Mr. Hubbell said the seats in the 
Collins Center’s right-side front row 
are loose and all they are missing is 
one screw. 

“T don’t see why the town mainte- 
nance crew can’t get that done,” Mr. 
Hubbell said. 

Committee member Susan Dalton 
said some of the items on the list are so 
simple to repair “it’s shocking they 
aren't being addressed.”

its meeting Tuesday night, Oct. 29. 
Four points were made at that meet- 
ing, which Mr. O’Brien said were 
important. 

“First of all, we’re a public body 
appointed to balance all of these 
interests,” Mr. O’Brien said. “When 
it turns into controversy, as this did, 
we must say, ‘Slow down,’ and make 
defensible decisions,” 

Ben Osgood, owner of the former 
bowling alley building on Park 
Street, attended the public hearings 
for the permits and said he would 
appeal the decisions if the applica- 
tions were approved, according to 
Stephen Colyer, planning director. 
Mr. Osgood is suing the town 
because he claims the town’s 
enforcement of the same bylaw pre- 
vented him from being able to use 
his building. (However, the time lim- 
it for an appeal expired this week 
without any appeal being filed.) 

Other business persons, such as 
Georgina Lane, owner of the Lane’s 
End building across from Park 
Street Village, changed her building 
plans from a two-story building to 
one story to accommodate the bylaw, 
according to Mr. Colyer, 

The history of those decisions, as 
well as future applications, have to 
be taken into account when deci- 
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sions are written, according to Mr. 
Colyer, 
Laws need change 

The second point was that the 
board realized parts of the bylaw do 
need change, “because we’re a 
changed town,” Mr. O’Brien said. 

“We have to go back and start 
rewriting these things and bring 
them up to date,” he said. “We must 
be responsive to change.” 

Planners are working on a rewrite 
of the entire bylaw, but that will take 
time. They are also working ona 
master plan, which Mr. O’Brien said 
the Planning Board will have com- 
pleted for April Town Meeting. 

“Once we can get that out of the 
way, we can put some more time inio 
the zoning bylaw and come up with 
some more comprehensive reorgani- 
zation,” Mr. O’Brien said. 

But planners are hoping to 
address some specific needs in time 
to present at least some amendments 
to the bylaw at Town Meeting also. 

“Parking is one section of the 
bylaw that needs some up-front 
attention,” Mr. Colyer said. 

The bylaw relating to storage of 
unregistered cars is another that 
needs work, according to Mr. 
O’Brien.

may have been remiss in leading the recent 
applicants to believe they would receive a 
written decision sooner than they did, but 
held out the possibility that the process 
could be speeded up. 

Planners will be looking at the process to 
see if, for instance, when the town counsel is 
overloaded with other work, they couldn’t 
give their decisions to someone else for 
review. 

It may have been possible to shave about 
two weeks off the time it took for those three 
applications to be processed, Mr. O’Brien 
said. 


board and the planning staff need to 
improve their receptiveness, be 
more “user friendly,” according to 
Mr, O'Brien. 

“When someone walks through 
the door, the staff tries to quiz them 
as much as possible, knowing that 
the first-time business person 
doesn’t know all the hoops,” Mr, 
O’Brien said. 

To a first-time business person, 
that could seem unfriendly. 

“We recognize that and that’s 
what we're going to have to step back 
and work on,” Mr. O’Brien said. 

But Mr. Colyer also said it is the 
planners’ responsibility to ask all the 
questions. 

“The onus is on the planner 
because the first-time business per- 
son doesn’t know what they need,” 
Mr. Colyer said. 

In some cases, an added piece of 
information may make the differ- 
ence as to whether someone has to go 
through a certain process. What 
might seem like unnecessary detail 
to the applicant could result in a 
missed permit or needless delays, 

Mr. O’Brien agreed and praised 
the planning staff. 

“It’s a great staff down here,” he 
said. “I'd compare them to any other 
city or town.” 

Time it takes

Takes time 

The owners or representatives of 
all three establishments whose 
recent applications created the con- 
troversy said the bylaw is too 
restrictive and that the special per- 
mit process could have moved faster. 

Mr. Colyer pointed out that all 
three applications went through the 
process in about half the time that is 
allowed by the bylaw. 

Silverado’s application was filed 
on Aug. 2 and the final 20-day appeal 
period for its approval was Oct. 24, a 
total of 83 days.

business people in town, according 
to Mr. Colyer. 

That’s when the amendment to 
the zoning bylaw, which incorporat- 
ed the special permit process, was 
approved by a two-thirds vote at 
Town Meeting. The purpose of the 
amendment was to create some of 
control of parking downtown. Busi- 
ness was booming in the early and 
mid 1980s and there was no available 
parking, according to Mr. Colyer. 
New businesses were opening but 
the amount of parking was the same. 

The amended bylaw required new 
businesses to provide parking for 
their customers and employees. 

Now, six year later, the economy 
has changed and the needs are differ- 
ent, planners said. Fortunately, 
there is a way to change the law. 

“If you don’t like it, there’s a 
mechanism for change, and that 
mechanism is town meeting,” Mr. 
Colyer said.

He added that it was “shaped 
like an immense bow] with a rise 
to the height of 50-60 feet with a 
thick growth of evergreen trees 
in back.” For greater detail of 
this scene read Juliet Mofford’s 
book on AVIS History, AVJS — A 
History in Conservation. 

In honor of the occasion a pro- 
cession numbering 14,000 parad- 
ed from the railroad station, 
where most of the audience had 
arrived on two separate trains 
from Boston, to the Purdon prop- 
erty. Considering that this early 
November date was a cold, blus- 
tery, snowy day, it must have 
been some event, especially as it 
is reported that the parade went 
by way of Pomps Pond. 

A stage had been erected on 
the side of a wooded hill while 
the audience assembled in the 
level area below. This setting 
must have had a dramatic effect. 

Mr. Webster’s appearance, 
described by one witness, was of 
a man with a “tanned complex- 
ion, the amorphous crag-like 
face; the dull black eyes under 
the precipice of brows, like dull 
anthracite furnaces needing only 
to be blown.” 

A contemporary claimed that 
no man could be as great as Mr. 
Webster looked. 

That he was also the greatest 
orator of his day was proved as 
his words echoed against 
nature’s local amphitheater. 

A miserable cold prevented 
Webster from joining the parade, 
but his illness did not stop him 
from speaking. 


With his hands kept warmly 
in his pockets and dressed for 
the cold right to his stovepipe 
hat, Mr. Webster spoke in reso- 
nant tones for two hours. 

His speech concerned his 
reunification with the Whig par- 
ty (Andover being a strong Whig 
stronghold in 1843), as well as a 
presidential campaign speech for 
the Whigs. This momentous 
occasion attracted reporters 
from Boston and New York. 

While walking through these 
historic woods, it’s fun to guess 
which rise was Mr. Webster’s 
speaking platform. Today there 
are few evergreen trees — which 
once provided a screen from the 
blasts of cold wind — to mark the 
spot. These woods are mainly 
tall, young oaks mixed with oth- 
er hardwoods, but even though 
the terrain has changed since 
1843, a good imagination can 
help you locate the speaker’s hill, 
the bowl where thousands of 
eager listeners stood and even 
the brace of protective trees. 

The entrance to the Central 
Street side of the property is just 
next to two stone lions. On the 
Lupine Road side where parking 
is more available, look for an 
AVIS trail marker on the tree 
next to the chain fence opposite 
St. Augustine Cemetery. 

Susanne Smith Purdon, a 
longtime trustee of AVIS, donat- 
ed this historic piece of land to 
the organization in the interest 
of preserving it for the public. 
The short walk can be linked 
with the Shawsheen River Reser- 
vation or Indian Ridge, making a 
longer journey.

loss of $35.6 million or $8.67 per share, com- 
pared to a net loss of $2.3 million or 56 cents 
per share for the like period in 1990.

Relax about cholesterol

I recently saw the 
following headline in 
a national newspa- 
per: “Trying to lower 
your cholesterol may 
be hazardous to your 
health.” What? How 
can this be true? All 
these years I’ve been 
advocating a low-fat, 
low-cholesterol diet 


to reduce the risk of 


coronary heart dis- 
ease, and now this. 

You're probably 
just as curious as I 
was to know more. 
The article went on 
to explain that many 
people are experienc- 
ing extreme anxiety 
in the belief that 
they must give up all 
their favorite foods 
to keep their choles- 
terol down. Not true. 

Most people real- 
ize that a low-fat, 
low-cholesterol diet 
is important for a 
healthy heart. The 
dietary guidelines 
tell us to eat less fat, 
saturated fat and 
cholesterol. More 
specifically, we are 
told to keep our fat 
intake to less than 30 
percent of our daily 
calorie intake. (The 
average person con- 
sumes about 37 per- 
cent daily calories 
from fat.) Well, this 
advice sounds great 
and makes perfect 
sense to a dietitian 
or health-care profes- 
sional, but what 
about the average 
person? How can you 
keep your fat intake 
below 380 percent 
without having to 
carry around a calcu- 
lator, food scale and 
calorie list wherever 
you go?

William Pye will discuss the early 
Boston publishing house of Ticknor 
and Fields Sunday, Nov. 3, at And- 
over Books and Prints’ “Tea at 
Three.” 

Mr. Pye, manager and cataloger 
for Thomas G. Boss Fine Books in 
Boston, is the author of the history 
James T. Fields, Literary Publisher. 
He recently sold a 3,000-item collec- 
tion of Ticknor and Fields’ publica- 
tions to the University of Carolina at 
Chapel Hill. 

According to Mr. Pye, Ticknor 
and Fields (the original house used 
the spelled “and,” not an amper- 
sand) existed from the 1830s through 
the 1870s. 

“They published all the New Eng- 
land literati - Longfellow, Emerson, 
John Greenleaf Whittier, Thoreau, 
Hawthorne, Harriett Beecher Stowe, 
Julia Ward Howe,” he says. 

Also, they were the first Ameri- 
can publishers to pay royalties to 
English authors, a practice they 
began in 1842 with Alfred Tennyson 
- evidence, says Mr. Pye, of their 
“New England sense of fair play. “ 

Mr. Pye began collecting books 
while he was a student at Trinity

when an ecclesiastical council of neighbor- 
ing churches convened and organized 58 per 
sons into a separate church called the West 
Church of Andover. It was renamed West 
Parish in 1955. 

Jim Batchelder of the Andover Historical 
Society showed slides of the church through 
the ages. He showed a pew layout South 
Church had copied from West Parish and 


then a later pew layout, the curved pews of 


today, that West Parish then copied from 
South Church. 

Eleanor Campbell, West Parish’s histori- 
an, interviewed two costumed women “from 


the early years of the church.” They spoke of 


all-day worship services, church picnics at 
Haggetts Pond with horse and buggy trans- 
portation and the split of the church over the 
issue of slavery. 

Jan Peters and Cynthia Hollenbeck 
danced during the procession of area clergy 
into the church. Joyce Painter Rice, music 
director, led the chorus and a booming brass 
quartet, with cymbals, in festive music. 


Interfaith workshop to be held 


Phillip Kimball read a message from War- 
ren Lewis of the restoration committee that 
said “we had no idea when we began that the 
steeple would come down, followed by the 
bell and belfry. That the whole roof would 
come off, the interior ceiling taken down and 
the organ and pews removed. 

“Since our meetinghouse is the oldest in 
Greater Lawrence we wanted a structure 
that would last another 165 years. Steel rein- 
forcements now mingle comfortably with 
300-year-old timbers.” 

According to a 1955 edition of the Andover 
Townsman “the proportions of the church 
are considered to be almost perfect. Quite 
often, students from MIT who were studying 
architecture would be brought here to 
inspect the measurements of the church.”

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Cook spurns the measuring cup

Before Julee Rosso, co-author of three ‘top-selling cook- 


books, began her cooking demonstration for the Ladies of 


Merrimack Monday night, she offered a disclaimer: 
“This is going to be unlike any cooking class you've ever 
taken,” she told the 400-plus women and handful of men 
in the audience. “I don’t measure, and I don’t wear an 
apron.” ; 

Ms. Rosso, co-author of three different Silver Palate 
cookbooks, which have sold more than 4 million copies, 
was the guest speaker for the Ladies of Merrimack’s 
event at the Sheraton Tara Hotel in Danvers. 

The money raised from the $45-a-head tickets will go 
toward raising the $200,000 pledged by the group for Mer- 
rimack College’s new science building. To date the orga- 
nization has raised $57,000, said Geri Stella, one of the 
chairwomen of the event. 

Because Ms. Rosso doesn’t measure ingredients as she 
prepares her foods, copies of the recipes were provided so 
guests could follow along as she sped through some of her 
favorites, such as lamb stuffed with feta cheese, spinach 
and mint and wild mushroom and prosciutto ham risot- 
to. 

“When Sheila (Lukins, her colleague) and I are work- 
ing on a recipe, she is always following behind me care- 
fully measuring the amounts of ingredients I toss in,” 
Ms. Rosso said. 

Some of the helpful cooking hints she offered were to 
substitute fresh herbs, lemon and pepper for salt when 
seasoning foods. She also suggested using canola oil 
instead of butter, margarine and other cooking oils to 
reduce fat and cholesterol. 

“I have a mother who had a stroke and a father with 
heart problems. I’ve tried to cut way down on foods that I 
know are unhealthy,” she said. 

Healthy food doesn’t have to be tasteless or boring 
though, she said.

Last week, I wrote about fruitcakes and 
how they are put together. So check the Oct. 
24 Townsman, page 35, for the basic direc- 
tions of making fruitcake, And now try this 
recipe: 

Low cholesterol fruitcake 

2 cups raisins (mixture golden and dark) 

1 1/2 cup diced mixed candied fruit 

1/2 cup candied cherries, chopped 

2 tbsp. vegetable shortening 

1 tsp. salt 

1 cup sugar 

2 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 

11/2 tsp. baking soda 

1/2 tsp. cinnamon 

1/2 tsp. nutmeg 

1/2 tsp. ground cloves 

Bring raisins, mixed candied fruit, 
chopped cherries, shortening, salt, sugar and 
2 1/2 cups water to a boil in a sauce pan and 
boil for five minutes, Let mixture cool com- 
pletely in a bowl. 

In another bow! sift flour together with 
the baking soda, cinnamon, nutmeg and 
cloves. Stir the flour mixture into the fruit 
mixture and combine well. 

Divide the batter among four loaf pans (6 
by 4 by 3 inches) lined with greased wax 
paper; apply egg or milk wash; set pan of 
water in oven and bake at 350 degrees for 
about 35 minutes. Let the cakes cool in pans 
10 minutes; then turn onto a rack until 
cooled completely, Remove wax paper, glaze, 
decorate and apply brandy or rum, wrap in 
cheesecloth and oil as directed in introduc- 


“Experiment with herbs you like, or try preparing a 


dish you like a different way,” Ms. Rosso suggested. 

Lemon, pepper, vinegar and fresh herbs are a way to 
cut down on salt and butter in cooking. Ms. Rosso said 
she grows her own herbs during the warmer months. 


HISTORY

Most people in town know the names of 
Andover’s public and private schools, but 
there is one educational institution that is 
still a secret to many. It is that big house on 
Main Street, behind the white fence, and its 
name is the Andover Historical Society. 

The Historical Society is not just a collec- 
tion of “old stuff,” although the quality of its 
collections has earned it accreditation by the 
American Association of Museums, one of 
only three house museums in Massachusetts 
to be so honored. Beyond that, the society's 
main focus is educational. Its annual sched- 
ule bristles with lectures, courses and work- 
shops, serving a wide variety of interests 
offered at low cost to the community. 

Perhaps its most popular educational pro- 
gram is “Andover at Work in the 1820s.” 
More than 450 fifth-graders from the town’s 
public and private schools annually partici- 
pate in the hands-on, role-playing workshop. 

“Wicked awesome” is the judgment of 
these computer-age students after a morning 
spent typesetting and firefighting, for exam- 
ple. This program is funded entirely by pri- 
vate donations and is given at no cost to the 
schools. 

To support such educational activities, the 
Andover Historical Society is now conduct- 
ing it annual fund-raising campaign. 


Star Market will donate to the society 5 
percent of purchases made at any of its stores 
Nov. 5, 6 and 7, if the purchase is accompa- 
nied by a special certificate. Certificates can 
be obtained at the society Monday through 
Friday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.

20. The society welcomes all contributions 
large and small, and promises that they will 
be put to good use. 

The success of the various children’s pro- 
grams, combined with school budget cut- 
backs, which limit expensive out-of-town 
field trips, have put a strain on the society’s 
small staff and limited volunteer and finan- 
cial resources. Admission has never been 
charged to local school groups. However, in 
order to make it possible for the society to 
satisfy the increasing demand for its ser- 
vices, it needs community support. 

Donations to this year’s Friends Cam- 
paign will help to offset the cost of free 
admission; reproduce educational materials 
for the students and interpreters; make more 
and better costumes for the interpreters; cat- 
alog and preserve the collection of household 
furnishings and accessories, equipment, pho- 
tographs and other artifacts; and restore the 
Amos Blanchard house and barn.

The club may have begun 
with just a dozen members, but 
during the first year its member- 
ship grew to 105 women, 

During its first few decades 
the Shawsheen Village Women’s 
Club organized classes in cur- 
rent events and mothering, met 
for book discussions, lectures 
and chorus gatherings and spon- 
sored a Girl Scout troop. 


Members also collected items 
for the needy and bought a radio 
for Shawsheen School. 

As the club’s membership 
grew, so did the interests of its 
members. The club has branched 
out into different social groups, 
such as fund-raising for Andover 
High and Greater Lawrence 
Technical school scholarships, 
entertainment groups that 
attend dinner theaters in the 
area and groups that play golf 
and bridge. 

Today the club has 93 mem- 
bers who pay $15 each year in 
dues. The club hosts monthly 
meetings during which members 
are likely to enjoy events rang- 
ing from barbershop quartet per- 
formances to lectures on their 
legal rights. 

The club is always looking for 
new members, said Bernice Hag- 
gerty, 264 Andover St., a member 
of the club for the past 12 years.

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Should we 


keep 
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Richard Hubbell, another member of the 
School Committee and parent of children 
who attended Andover public schools, would 
also do away with tenure if given the choice. 
He believes tenure for some teachers trans- 
lates to “retirement in place.” 

In place of tenure, Mr. Hubbell would pre- 
fer to see teachers negotiating their salary 
and stipends on the basis of performance, as 
is done in the private sector. 

“I’m pro-teacher, don’t get me wrong,” Mr. 
Hubbell said. “What I’m against is the bad 
teacher locked into the system. With tenure 
you can’t reward teachers for good perfor- 
mances and you can’t penalize teachers for 
below-par performances,” 

Mark McQuillan, superintendent of 
Andover schools, said tenure’s history is 
locked into the idea that in the past, teachers 
who became too expensive were at risk of 
being let go, 

“Tenure is also to protect teachers from 
the whims of one different school committee 
to another,” he said. 

Dr. McQuillan says tenure serves a pur- 
pose, but he wants to see it modified. 

“I'd like to see tenure revised where teach 
ers were not guaranteed tenure for life. I'd 
rather there be some continual process of 
updating certification and re-evaluation of 
job performance,” he says. 

Tom Meyers, a social studies teacher at 
Doherty Middle School and president of the 
Andover Education Association, the teach- 
er’s union, believes tenure is as important 
today as it was before organized unions 
negotiated for contracts. 

“Tenure is still important today because it 
protects the due-process rights,” he said. 
“Politically if a School Committee member 
wanted to have a witch hunt, tenure is the 
due-process clause that establishes a proce- 
dure for review before dismissal.” 

Mr. Meyers says the school system, chil- 
dren and parents are protected against what 
Mr. Hubbell calls “retirement in place” 
because the dismissal process is well defined 
within tenure. 

“If there were to be an incompetent teach- 
er all you need is an administration to follow 
the process and that person would not be 
guaranteed their position if they were 
incompetent,” Mr. Meyers said. 

Patricia Fitzgerald, a third-grade teach- 
er at South Elementary School who has been 
teaching in Andover less than one year, is 
not a tenured teacher, but she says tenure 
doesn’t affect her colleagues’ work. 

“I’m the only one (at South) without 
tenure, and I know the other teachers here 
work just as hard as I do,” she said. 

Ms. Fitzgerald believes the evaluating sys- 
tem South uses is a fair one that rates 
tenured and non-tenured teachers on the 
same scale, “If you’re a good teacher and 
you're confident in’ your delivery style in the 
classroom you don’t have to worry about it.”

else when you are unemployed and 
broke, according to Ms. Hutson. 

“It's so hard. It’s such an embar- 
rassing, frustrating position to be in. 
I mean you never think you’re going 
to find yourself in a situation like 
this,” she said. 

Ms. Hutson, 39, and her daughter, 
Emily, who will be 2 in December, 
have lived in Colonial Village apart- 
ments, off South Main Street, for two 
years. She moved here from New 
York City when she became preg- 
nant and decided the Big Apple was 
no place to raise a child. 

But the single mother has worked 
little in two years and not at all in 
the past 16 months. Her unemploy- 
ment compensation ran out, and now 
she is trying to get on welfare. She 
sold the last few shares of stock she 
had, less than $1,000 worth, but wel- 
fare officials still tell her she has too 
much money, she said. 

One time she was disqualified 
because she had $85 in a savings 
account for Emily, according to Ms. 
Hutson. The last time she sat down 
with a welfare official, it was deter- 
mined she had $5 more in assets than 
she was allowed. 

“T mean, our survival is at stake 
here,” she said. 

The stock was the last of her safe- 
ty net, and she will use part of that 
money to pay one more month’s rent. 
Then she will ask the landlord to low- 
er her rent until she can find a way 
out of her situation. 

Emily’s father provides very little 
child support, according to Ms. Hut- 
son. 

“He's 
said. 

Welfare does provide vouchers for 
some food as part of a nutritional 
program intended to guarantee chil- 
dren get enough to eat. 

“You get milk, cheese, eggs, juice, 
beans, cereal and peanut butter,” Ms. 
Hutson said. 

She has extended family in Wilm- 
ington, but no one who can help her 
out. 

Emily was in day care, but that 
was too expensive after she lost her 
job. 

Welfare gave vouchers for day 
care, but har day-care provider want- 
ed the child enrolled five days a week 
on a regular basis, and she couldn’t 
afford even the minimum payment 
over the amount of the vouchers. 

Now she pays someone to take 
care of her daughter when she has a 
job interview, and Emily’s father 
baby-sits when Ms. Hutson attends 
night classes at Northern Essex Com- 
munity College. 

Ms. Hutson said she feels bad 
when she gets stressed out and snaps 
at Emily when none of this is any of 
her fault. 

“That’s the thing that I’m finding 
the hardest,” she said. “I mean she’s 
going to be a 2-year-old.” 


s unemployed himself,” she 
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Pat Hutson shares a tickle with 22-month-old Emily. Ms. Hutson, 
who has been out of work for 16 months, worries about the future. 


Andover has at least one group to 
help unemployed executives find 
jobs, but little assistance for a single 
mother with secretarial and word- 
processing skills. 

Ms. Hutson worked at AGFA/ 
Compugraphic Corp. in Wilmington 
before she was laid off in July of 1990. 

“I think they’ve had a series of lay- 
offs, but I think I was in one of the 
first waves,” she said. 

She had only been at AGFA for a 
few months before she was out two 


months on maternity leave in 
December and January, 1989-'90. 
She had been an “aspiring 


actress” in New York, but most of 
her marketable experience involved 
secretarial skills, so that is what she 
has looked for. 

“T’ve sent out a lot of resumes and 
letters, at least 100 plus .... maybe 
between 100 and 200, something like 
that,” she said. 

“T think in the job market these 
days, a lot of getting hired is playing 
the game, and I’m not a good game 
player,” she said. “My strengths are 
more my skills and my background. 
My skills are on paper; my skills are 
on my resume.” 

Ms. Hutson would like to go into 
nursing, because she said it would 
offer more job security, but has had 
trouble getting a training program to 
accept her. 

She tested for a state-offered nurs- 


‘ing program but hasn’t been able to 


get a spot in the program. , 
“EF kept calling -them and. calling 
them to see if they had new programs 


opening up, and they never did,” she 
said. 

Ms. Hutson has interviewed at a 
couple of hospitals, including New 
England Memorial in Stoneham, but 
said most of them are hurting and 
not hiring. 

She is now taking night courses in 
anatomy and physiology at Northern 
Essex which she hopes to apply to a 
nursing degree. She also hopes the 
courses will help her get a foot in the 
door to a job. 

In the past her experience carried 
her, Ms. Hutson said. If a company 
wanted three skills and she had two, 
they would gladly teach her the 
third. But not any more. 

“T think the economy is a big part 
of it all,” she said. “Employers can be 
much more picky and get exactly 
what they want.” 

These days Ms. Hutson waits for a 
response to her letters or interviews. 

“T keep looking in the papers for 
jobs,” she said. 

She is applying for student loans, 
which she said she hopes will help 
her get by, but would like to find a 
nursing scholarship or grants that 
could help her pay for the training 
she needs. 

She also spends time with Emily 
at Penguin Park. 

“But we don’t have the money to 
do anything,” she said. 

And she worries about her and 
her daughter’s future. 

“Tt’s wonderful to have the time 
with her..On the other hand, survival. 
is important too.”

House condemned after fire

Firefighters responding to a report of a 
house fire on Greenwood Road Monday 
afternoon found an elderly man living in the 
home with no furniture, broken walls, no 
running water and piles of trash 5 feet high 
and 6 feet wide. 

“We had to let ourselves in, rescue him 
and put out two minor fires,” Fire Deputy 
Thomas Andrew said Tuesday. 

A neighbor reported smoke coming from 
the bulkhead of the house at 171 Greenwood 
Road at 12:30 p.m. Monday. Firefighters who 
broke into the barricaded home found two 
small fires had been set in trash piles inside 
the house and the 69-year-old resident, Wal- 
ter Pavlenkov, sleeping on another trash 
pile downstairs. 

“They found the elderly gentleman just 
kind of curled up on a pile of trash inside 
the house,” said Mike Buss, a town building 
inspector who was called to the scene. 

Mr. Pavlenkov is a victim of Alzheimer’s 
disease who was released from a veteran’s 
hospital in the last year, according to the 
deputy. He is retired from the U.S. Air 
Force. 


“The gentleman living there had quite an 
accumulation of debris and trash inside,” 
Deputy Andrew said. 

Two of the piles of wet rags, paper and 
magazines, one upstairs and one down- 
Stairs, had been set on fire by Mr. 
Pavlenkov, the deputy said, but were really 
only smoldering and filling the house with 
smoke, 

Mr. Pavlenkov was taken to Lawrence 
xeneral Hospital for treatment and evalua- 
tion and was placed, at least temporarily, in 
a care facility, according to police and fire 
officials. 

“The guy was sleeping on the floor,” 
Deputy Andrew said. “He really was not 
coherent.” 

“It’s kind of a sad thing to see,” Mr. Buss 
said. 

The house, which had no working heat or 
toilet, or any running water, and had plaster 
broken from the walls, belongs to Anne 
Garabedian, of 204 Chandler Road, Mr. 
Pavlenkov’s sister, according to Mr. Buss. 

The structure was deemed unlivable after 
an inspection by fire, health and building 
officials. 


Alleged kidnapper forces victim at knife-point

First, the selectmen are holding mini 
town meetings in some of the public 
schools. The selectmen have set out to 
learn what residents want for Andover 
in the 21st century.

Second, a group is fast at work study-

Now, say business people and town 
officials, business is not booming and 
Andover wishes to see if it can’t be more 
“user friendly” to business that may 
wish to grow or locate here. 

Another area where planning is evi- 
dent today in Andover is the work offi- 
cials already have started on Andover’s 
capital improvement plan. Town Manag- 

“er Buzz Stapcezynski, with the help of the 
town’s department heads, has come up 
with a five-year plan to keep up with the 
needs of the town’s resources. 

Certainly this is the time to speak up, 
a time to make known what the town 
needs. Bravo to all who are growing 
with the town.

New aid program is state milestone

Since the last time I reported to 
you, a new program of aid to the 
needy, Emergency Aid to the Elderly, 
Disabled and Children, has been 
enacted. 

The program, which replaces Gen- 
eral Relief, 
is a mile- 
stone in the 
state’s jour- 
ney from a 
welfare 
state to an 
opportunity 
state. 

General 
Relief was 
an entitle- 
ment program, which made it diffi- 
cult to control benefits, eligibility cri- 
teria or costs. Under the new law, the 
administration can change benefits 
and eligibility if costs exceed the Leg- 
islature’s appropriation. (The Legis- 
lature must be notified 30 days in 
advance of any such changes.) 


The new program will provide 
help for people over 65; people with 
physical or mental disabilities; peo- 
ple who care for a disabled person; 
and certain families who are not eli- 
gible for Aid to Financially Depen- 
dent Children. 

Excluded from the program are 
convicts and ex-convicts; people in 
residential treatment facilities; and 
illegal aliens. 

Other changes help curb welfare 
abuse. For instance, people with 
physical or mental disabilities must 
be qualified by a state-appointed doc- 
tor, thereby eliminating “doctor 
shopping.” 

A bill I filed with Rep. Larry Gior- 
dano (D-Methuen), which called for a 
90-day residency requirement, was 
passed in the House as an amend- 
ment, but failed to pass the Senate. 

The personal-needs allowance for 
eligible people in nursing homes, 
rest homes and patients of chronic- 
care hospitals was raised from $35 to 
$60 per month. 


The new program should reduce 
the number of welfare recipients by 
about 10,000 and will save taxpayers 
about $77 million, according to the 
administration. 

I support the new program. Emer- 
gency Aid to the Elderly, Disabled 
and Children targets the most needy 
in our state, The General Relief pro- 
gram had grown beyond its original 
intent, and we needed to enact con- 
trols. I’d like to see even more efforts 
to refine the welfare system, such as 
the 90-day residency requirement 
and more fraud inspectors, but this 
new law is light-years ahead of the 
old one.

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Warriors spoil Hillies’ Homecoming Day

Looking more and more like the 
team to beat in the Merrimack Valley 
Football Conference, Andover High 
toyed with a 5-1-0 Haverhill crew last 
weekend and spoiled the Hillies’ Home- 
coming Day 20-0 before close to 2,000 
fans at Haverhill Stadium. 

As the schedule gets progressively 
better the Golden Warriors continue to 
make it look easier and easier. 

The triumph was the 12th straight 
over a two-year span and allowed unde- 
feated AHS, 5-0-0, to keep pace with 
likewise perfect Chelmsford which 
improved to 6-0-0 with a 6-0 squeaker 
over Central Catholic. 

Billerica (5-1-0) also remained in the 
thick of the fight with a 30-0 romp over 
Tewksbury, while Haverhill (5-2-0) and 
Central (4-2-0) slipped back a notch. 

Andover has now gone nine years 
without losing to Haverhill, posting an 
8-0-1 mark and 227-64 scoring edge 
since the Hillies won in 1981 and ’82. 

Quarterback Matt Daniels and triple 
threat Steve Shepard sparked an 
offense that overcame two major obsta- 
cles, the loss of All-Scholastie line can- 
didate Erik Greenstein and an appar- 
ent affinity for shooting itself in the 
foot with untimely penalties. 

Strong-armed senior Daniels fired 
his fourth touchdown pass of the sea- 
son, rolling left and hitting Shepard on 
the run as the pair combined on a 38- 
yard TD play. Matt later added some 
insurance, scoring for the first time 
himself on a clever 19-yard run that 
capped the AHS offense early in the 
fourth quarter. 

The Warriors’ signal-caller also 
completed 4-of-8 passes for 73 yards, 
and gained 30 yards rushing in six car- 
ries. 

Shepard accounted for 119 all-pur 
pose yards, topping all rushers with 67 
in six carries and adding 52 on a pair of 
pass receptions. 

Greenstein went down with an 
ankle injury late in the first half while 
chasing Haverhill quarterback Eric 
Conte. 

Although the senior captain is the 
pYemiere interior lineman in the 
league, and one of the most coveted (by 
colleges) in the state, the Warriors 
barely skipped a beat as Ryan Kelly 
stepped in on offense and several play- 
ers switched off and shifted around on 
defense to cover the loss. 

Greenstein apparently suffered a 
severe ankle sprain and is question- 
able for this Friday night’s home game 
against struggling Wilmington. 

Andover coaches will probably keep 
him on the sidelines tomorrow night 
against a Wilmington team that is 
struggling and badly overmatched, 
especially with three killer games to 
come against Billerica (5-1-0), Chelms- 
ford (6-0-0) and Central Catholic (4-2-0). 

Garrett Ferris, another big tackle 
and captain, remains sidelined as well. 

The penalties have to be a major

The shutout was the second ina 
row, and Andover has now blanked the 
opposition for 11 consecutive quarters 
and 117 total minutes.

“The CIP contains the requests from 
town departments and the town man- 
ager’s recommendations. It should be 
viewed as a starting point for a discus- 
‘sion regarding the capital needs of the 
community,’ Mr, Stapezynski said in 
his opening remarks of the report. 

Even after the CIP is adopted, it will 
be up to town meeting whether the pro- 
jects are approved. The CIP is merely a 
plan and schedule for proposed pro- 
jects. 

Tony Torrisi, budget and finance 
director, said it is difficult to deter- 
mine exactly how the recommended 
CIP would affect the tax rate because of 
property valuation changes and tax 
classification. The effect on water and 


“sewer rates would also depend on what 


projects are adopted, and when they 
are funded, 

The recommended CIP budget 
requests a total of $30,203,500 for fiscal 
1993 to 1997 

It includes projects in excess of 
$100,000 for building repair and main- 
tenance, outdoor facility repair and 
maintenance, utility improvements 
and expansion, roadway work, drain- 
age and sidewalk work, vehicle and 
equipment acquisition and replace- 
ment, and open-space purchases. 

The CIP includes only preliminary 
figures for school needs. The School 
Committee will make a final recom- 
mendation on school needs before the 
December deadline.

The CIP does not address future 
space needs of the schools. 

To put some perspective on the 
amount of money being considered in 
the CIP, Andover spent approximately 
$70 million on capital projects in the 
last 10 years, according to Mr. Torrisi. 

Mr. Stapezynski said Andover has 
traditionally invested in improve- 
ments to the town. “That’s what we 
want to pick back up on,” he said. 

The current state of the economy did 
not stop him from making recommen- 
dations as he saw fit, the town manager 
said. 

“It’s my obligation to point out to 
the policy-makers what needs to be 
done in the community,” Mr. Stapezyn- 
ski said, 

Funding 

Funding for the capital projects 
would be a combination of water rates, 
sewer rates and the operating budget, 
which comes from taxes. 

Chapter 90 highway funds, federal 
prants and betterments assessed for 
utility projects where applicable could 
reduce the town’s costs. 

Bonding outside the levy limit 
through the debt exclusion allowed by 
Proposition 2 1/2 should be considered 
for some large projects, according to 


‘Mr. Stapezynski. Overrides and capital 


exclusions from Proposition 2 1/2 are 
also options. 

The town manager’s recommenda- 
tions would increase the town’s capital 
spending from zero this year, fiscal 
1992, to $900,000 next year.

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Registry of Motor Vehicles 
to issue five-year licenses 


Effective Nov. 1, the Massachu- 
setts Registry of Motor Vehicles will 
begin to issue five-year new and 
renewal licenses. According to Regis- 
trar of Motor Vehicles Jerold A. 
Gnazzo, the new policy of extending 
driver’s licenses from four to five 
years would dramatically reduce the 
number of people going to the reg- 
istry to renew their license. “With 
the extension of licenses from four 
years to five years we anticipate 
200,000 or more fewer people going to 


registry offices, which should result 
in shorter lines at the registry coun- 
ters.”

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New law allows appraisers to remove inspection stickers 


Effective Oct. 1, all licensed auto 
damage appraisers are required by a 
new Massachusetts law to remove the 
certificate of inspection if the vehicle 
they are appraising has obvious visible 
damage to any of the required annual 
safety or emissions items of inspec 
tions, such as brakes, lights, steering, 
etc., and items that no longer meet the 
inspections standard. The appraiser 
will replace the certificate of inspec- 
tion with an equipment defect certifi 
cate on the inside bottom center of the 
windshield on vehicles deemed unsafe 
due to damage related to the appraisal. 

The purpose of the new regulations 
is to promote the public welfare and 
safety by clarity, uniformity and coher 
ence in the process of the removal of 
certificates of inspection from unsafe

The best way to handle an emergen- 
cy situation on the road is to avoid it. 
That is true whether you are in a race 
car, driving at 200 mph, or in a passen- 
ger car, driving at 35 mph. 

Many problems can be avoided sim- 
ply by taking the most commonsense 
precaution — slowing down. But there 
are times when dangerous situations 
cannot be avoided. 

When confronted with a highway 
emergency, the most important thing 
to remember is not to panic. Don’t 
yank the steering wheel, slam on the 
brakes or make major corrections in 
the direction of the car. Overreacting 
and overcorrecting can be more dan-

What the driver can do 
if this happens is slow down, keep the 
car going as straight as possible and 
look down the road to determine if you 
are heading for areas of heavy water. 
Puddles of water will grab at the tires 
and pull the car in deeper, so it is best 
to avoid them. Unlike racetracks, 
which tend to be flat, public roads are 
crowned at the center to help with 
drainage. Therefore, during or after a 
downpour, the deepest water is going

6. Seat belts. Any damage that may 
impede their design function and pur- 
pose. 

Any dam- 
age that may cause a hazard to pedes- 
trians or other motorists or in any way 


One 
way to avoid trouble is to stay to the 
left of your lane as much as possible

* Tires can deflate suddenly if a for- 
eign object becomes embedded in the 
rubber. When a front tire deflates, the 
car will pull to the side of the flat. A 
rear-tire failure will make the car fish- 
tail. In either case, slow down as gradu- 
ally as possible and try to keep the car 
in a straight line. Don’t jam on the 
brakes, 

+ Skidding, whether on snow, ice or 
any other slippery surface, can be very 
frightening. But that, too, can be han- 
dled if you don’t overreact. The key to 
skid control is to always turn the wheel

Of course, another important aspect 
in avoiding emergency situations is to 
keep your car in good condition. Visual 
checks of tires, belts and hoses can 
keep dramatic problems from arising. 

The other key is not to drive faster 
than conditions warrant and to avoid 
situations that are obviously danger- 
ous.

A change in seasons is a good time 
to give your car a quick check up for 
safe and trouble-free driving. 

Lights OK? Wipe grime off wind 
shield wipers, replace if worn. Brakes 
OK? Check tires for wear and recom- 
mended pressure; too many drivers 
run tires too soft, hurting handling, 
fuel mileage and tire life. Most tires 
are “all-weather,” but consider snow 
tires if you need them. 

If you face really cold weather, 
make sure your car’s ready. If start 
ing’s balky, your battery may need 
charging or replacing. A good synthet 
ic engine oil flows easily at 35 degrees 


below 0 F for easier starting and faster 
lubrication. Sluggish running may 
suggest a tuneup. 

Check drive belts hoses and fluids: 
OK on window washer? Radiator 
coolant full? Remember, it isn’t just 
an antifreeze, but helps prevent rust 
and corrosion; renew every two years 
at least. 

You may want a scraper and snow 
brush in your car, and a “trouble” 
assortment in your trunk: battery 
jumper cables, tire chains, traction 
mats or sand, reflector triangles or 
flares, small containers of gas-line 
antifreeze and window de-icer. 


Pros and cons of all-wheel-drive 
vehicles should be considered 


‘There are two very important deci 
sions to be made when considering 
the purchase of an all-wheel-drive 
vehicle for your personal use, 

First you must decide if you have a 
real need for one. If the answer is yes, 
{hen you must determine exactly what 
you want that vehicle to do for you. 

Most cars and trucks are powered 
by either the two front or two rear 
wheels, both of which provide plenty 
of power and traction under normal 
circumstances. All-wheel-drive vehi 
cles, which are called four-wheel drive 
by some manufacturers, carry power 
to all four wheels and allow the driver 
to negotiate rough and hilly terrain 
that might not otherwise be accessi- 
ble. 

Because these vehicles are made 
for off-road use, they have heavy-duty 
frames, suspensions and sidewall tires 

as well as the ride of a none-too-gen- 
tle truck, The added weight of all- 
wheel drive also causes more friction 
and reduces fuel economy and acceler- 
ation power under normal driving 
conditions. 

With these facts in mind, a good 
reason to buy an all-wheel drive is the 
need for off-road use, such as a work 
situation in rural or isolated areas or 
recreational purposes that take you to 
the desert or mountains. 

Another reason for buying an all- 


wheel-drive vehicle is living or spend- 
ing time in an area with particularly 
bad winter driving conditions. 

Once you have decided to purchase 
an all-wheel-drive vehicle, the choices 
are varied. Pickup trucks, jeep-type 
vehicles and passenger cars are avail- 
able with all-wheel drive. 

The types of all-wheel drives also 
are varied, starting with the most 
primitive kind, which requires get- 
ting out of the vehicle either to lock or 
unlock the hubs. This is the equiva- 
lent of having to start a car from the 
front with a crank. 

At the other end of the all-wheel- 
drive spectrum is the system that 
keeps the vehicle in that mode full 
time. In between are all kinds of varia- 
tions, including the vehicles you can 
shift back and forth from two- to four- 
Wheel drive while the vehicle is in 
motion or “on the fly.” 

If you need a vehicle for rough off: 
road terrain, there also are all-wheel 
drives with a variety of low and high 
ranges, including a low “granny” gear 
that has a maximum speed of 25 mph 
but is strong enough to pull a railroad 
car.

prevent excessive wheelslip during 
acceleration, especially on slippery 
surfaces. 

ASR measures variations in rota- 
tional speed between the driven 
wheels and non-driven wheels.

Natural gas is becoming popular

1,500 vehicles — is operated by Consol- 
idated Natural Gas Co., Pittsburgh. 
The company recently introduced a 
mass transit bus powered by clean- 
burning natural gas. The bus, manu- 
factured by the Flexible Corp. of 
Delaware, Ohio - the largest manufac- 
turer of transit buses in the U.S. —- will 
be tested in 1990 in regular commuter 
service in Cleveland, Ohio, and 
Altoona, Pa. 

The conversion of 8 million fleet 
vehicles — 5 percent of the nation’s 


total transportation fuel market — to 
natural gas would require about a tril- 
lion cubic feet of gas. This would 
result in saving 500,000 barrels of oil 
imports a day, translating into a 
reduction of about $4 billion annually 
in foreign energy payments. 

Around the country, natural gas is 
selling for the equivalent of about 40 to 
80 cents a gallon, compared with gaso- 
line prices of 95 cents to $1.15 per gal- 
lon.

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Car maintenance is as important as driving safely —

Almost as important as driving 
safely is maintaining your car proper- 
ly. A lot of people simply get into the 
driver’s seat, turn on the ignition and 
head for their destination with no 
thought of whether or not their car is 
heading for a breakdown 

But, if you know what to look for 
and make a few simple checks every 
jew weeks, as well as follow recom 
mended maintenance schedules, you 
can save yourself the inconvenience of 
having your car out of service for an 
extended period. You also can save the 
expense of major repairs. 

First and foremost on the checklist 
is monitoring the car’s fluid levels. 
This includes the oil, brake and trans- 
mission fluids and antifreeze. All are 
checked easily with either a dipstick 
or by simply taking the cap off the 
reservoir or radiator. When checking 
the radiator, make sure it is cool. or 
ou could get scalded by hot water. 
~ If you don’t know where these 


reservoirs are or how to check them.

Kasier yet, just 
find a service station 
with attendants who 
will look under the 
hood when you pull 
in for gas.

Oil should be 
changed when it gets dirty. The gener- 
al rule is that it should be drained and 
replaced about every 6,000 miles. Any 
service station or dealership can han- 
dle this chore easily. Tune-ups also 
are important to the life of your car’s 
engine. Generally, cars need to be 
tuned twice a year. But you'll know

Many of the newer 
batteries are sealed and need no real 
maintenance, but the non-sealed vari- 
ety still must be checked for fluid lev 
el. All types of batteries should be 
checked for corrosion on the cables 
and cleaned. 

Follow the maintenance schedule 
in your owner’s manual for such 
things as brake linings and tires. Tire 
pressure should be kept at least at the 
minimum recommended by the manu- 
facturer and tires should be rotated on 
the schedule recommended in your 
manual.
